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Council recount due

With an official recount 
slated for Nov. 23 following Ro- 
mulus’ closest ever city coun- 
cil election, it is not too 
surprising to find that current 
one vote council winner Mike 
Prybyla and his closest chal- 
lenger Mary Collins each led 
in eight separate precincts and 
were tied in one. 

Despite her apparent loss, 
Collins also ironically lead in 
the write- in votes. 

Besides the tie vote in the 
first precinct (each got 52 
votes), the next tightest vote 
was in the second where Pry- 
byla received 93 votes and Col- 
lins 92. 

The widest difference was 
in the seventh, where Prybyla 
got 150 votes to Collins 102. 

But also since only 18 votes 
separate Prybyla, Collins and 
veteran Ellis Pennington, the 
recount takes on added con- 
cern for all three Candidates, 
two of whom are now consid- 
ered winners. 

Approximately 15 members 
of the Wayne County Clerk’s of- 


fice will begin the recount pro- 
ceedings in Romulus at 8:30 
a.m. Nov. 23 and hope to be fin- 
ished by about 4 p.m. 

Prybyla has not been sworn 
in yet, because of the tightness 
of the vote totals. Councilman 
Russ Lambert, who did not 
seek re-election, has been 
asked to continue in the seat 
until the vote is finalized. Lam- 
bert was absent from the first 
council meeting on Nov. 9. 

Also not too surprisingly 
Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks not only topped the 
council vote count as usual on 
Nov. 2, but also took nine of the 
17 precincts and also lead in 
the write in votes. 

The final city precinct totals 
were recorded: 

•One went to Banks with 69 
out of 107 total votes. Low vote 
getter was Gwen Sibert with 33 
votes. 

•Two was won by Banks 
again with 123 votes out of 157. 
Low vote went to Ellis Pen- 
nington with 55 votes. 

•Three went to Jimmie 
Raspberry with 113 out of 133. 
Low was Mike Prybyla with 18. 

•Four was won by Banks

with 78 out of a possible 99. 
The low vote getter was Sibert 
with 31. 

• Five went to Randolph 
Gear with 111 out of 172, with 
Noel (Pete) Bergeron on the 
low end with 66. 

•Seven went to Prybyla with 
150 of the 203 votes possible. 
Sibert trailed with 67 votes. 

•Eight was taken by Raspbe- 
rry with 150 of the possible 203 
votes. Prybyla was low with 17 
votes. 

•Nine was won by Wad- 
sworth with 50 out of 66 votes. 
Sibert was low with 29 votes. 

•Ten was taken by Banks 
with 59 votes out of 91 possible. 
Pennington was low with 38. 

•Eleven was won by Banks 
with 122 out of 182 votes possi- 
ble. Sibert was low with 51 
votes. 

•Twelve was also won by 
Banks with 134 votes out of 171. 
Low score was reached by 
Mary Collins and Sibert, who 
each had 76 votes. 

•Thirteen was taken by Pry- 
byla with 52 votes out of 70 
compared to a low vote by Pen-

City wins injunction, 
trial set for Nov. 29

Romulus scored a technical 
win in the first round of the 
battle against Environmental 
Disposal Services (EDS) Mon- 
day afternoon, as Circuit Court 
Judge Claudia House Morcom 
issued a preliminary injunc- 
tion against any further work 
being done at the $6.1 million 
hazardous liquid injection 
well project site. 

City Attorney Barry Seifman 
said he was extremely happy 
with the outcome, even if it 
meant “the city only won a 75 
percent victory.” 

Meanwhile, EDS won out in 
its effort to have hearings on 
criminal charges filed against 
it by the City’s Ordinance Offi- 
cer Steve Banko delayed until 
after the injunction battle is 
settled. 

EDS attorney Norman Hy- 
man said his client was 
equally “gratified that Judge 
Morcom realizes the serious 
matters in this case need to be 
heard in her court” rather 
than the local 34th District 
Court in Romulus. 

Hyman restated earlier re- 
ports that the construction 
work on the environmental 
well is completed. 

In addition to the city of Ro- 
mulus, EDS and citizen protes- 
ters against the well, a fourth 
side is also relevant in this 
case, Hyman stressed, and that

is the public at large. 

“It has been shown a safe 
disposal system needs to de- 
vised for proper disposal of 
such liquid waste and that is a 
key element in this case,” he 
said. 

Seifman complained that 
EDS had done a great deal of 
construction work on the well 
and roads without seeking city 
permits and is asking that a 
permanent injunction be im- 
posed until EDS applies for 
and receives such city permits. 

The judge had heard oral 
arguments from both sides on 
Friday. Nineteen private citi- 
zens traveled to the Detroit 
court building Friday in their 
own cars or accepted a ride 
aboard a Parks and Recre- 
ation Department bus. 

Siefman said the restrain- 


ing order means that EDS can 
do no further work at the Wah 
rman Road site until a trial 
that is slated to begin on Nov. 
29 is completed. 

Based on the amount of le- 
gal paper work needed to be 
completed by that date, some 
court sources said, it wouldn’t 
be too surprising if that trial 
date is postponed. 

Verlie Wilhide, a member of 
the Romulus Environmental- 
ists Caring About People 
group, said about eight private 
citizens were in the courtroom, 
when the judge revealed her 
decision Monday. 

“RECAP members are ex- 
cited about the judge’s deci- 
sion, as we feel it is a big step 
for us. We feel it is the first 
time that our voices were 
heard,” Wilhide said. 

Judge Morcom’s decision 
came only two days after a sec- 
ond round of picketing on 
Wahrman Road by about 70 cit- 
izen protesters. 

The picketing group was 
less than half the size of the 
gathering one week earlier 
that complained that the 
driver of a smoking garbage 
truck tried to frighten them 
from protesting the injection 
well project. 

Despite Saturday’s drizzly 
weather the pickets seemed to 
enjoy the protest exercise that

Student recruitments sought

A meeting to resolve any 
communication breakdowns in 
the Naval Junior Reserve Offi- 
cer Training Corps (ROTC) re- 
cruitment drive was 
conducted Monday afternoon 
at Romulus Senior High 
School. 

Principal Tom Dolan re- 
vealed school leaders and 
counselors met with con- 
cerned parents of ROTC mem- 
bers and “reiterate that we 
strongly support the ROTC 
program here, but the U.S. 
Navy demands that 80 students 
be enrolled in the program in 
January (second semester)and 
that 100 be involved in the 


start of the 1994-95 school year. 

At the present time only 54 
students are enrolled in the 
ROTC program at Romulus 
High School. 

Parents and ROTC mem- 
bers complained at a Nov. 8 
school board meeting that they 
were afraid the military-style 
program would be canceled 
and demanded more support 
from the school administra- 
tion. 

Dolan said the complaints 
had not been received at his 
office or by any staff members 
and he was somewhat sur- 
prised by the uproar last week. 

Efforts to recruit more stu- 
dents in the local ROTC will be 
conducted in the school cafete- 
ria today. “If additional stu- 


dents enroll in the class as an 
elective, we will consider mov- 
ing the class to other rooms 
within the school,” he said. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell said that 
his administration considers 
the ROTC program “our baby” 
and have worked hard to keep 
it alive. 

“But with a declining high 
school enrollment and cut- 
backs in the military itself, the 
ROTC program here is facing a 
serious numbers game,” Be- 
dell said. 

Parents said the program 
helped keep kids off drugs, ad 
ded to their self esteem and 
gave some kids the only shot at 
college they could get at this 
time. 
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Candidate gave 


Romulus City Council can 
didate Mary (Hatten) Collins, 
who apparently has lost her 
bid for a seat on the council by 
one vote, admitted that she 
voted for Michael Prybyla, the 
candidate who beat her in the 
initial voting tallies. 

While Collins has asked for 
a recount, she has admitted to 
voting for Prybyla, herself and 
Gwen Sibert, the three chal- 
lengers in the Nov. 2 balloting. 
The trio and six incumbents 
battled for the seven open 
seats on the council. 

One incumbent Russell 
Lambert opted not to file for 
re-election earlier, but did al- 
low his name to be placed sym- 
bolically in as a write-in 
candidate for council only 
days before the election by lo- 
cal environmentalists opposed 
to a hazardous-non hazardous 
liquid injection well being lo- 
cated in Romulus. 


With Lambert out, the bal- 
loting procedure guaranteed 
that at least one of the chal- 
lengers would gain a seat. 
What added to the interest was 
that Prybyla was endorsed by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
Collins was known to be a con 
stant critic of the McAnally ad 
ministration. 

If the vote is upheld in the 
recount, Prybyla will take 
Lambert’s former council seat 
and Collins will know that her 
vote gave him the edge. With 
out that vote, she and Prybyla 
would have finished in a tie 
and a runoff election then 
would have been needed to fill 
the seat. 

Lambert has been asked to 
extend his expired term on the 
council for several weeks, un- 
til a final winner is declared. 
Lambert failed to show up 
however Tuesday, when the 


opponent winning vote 


council held its first post- 
election meeting. 

Ironically, Lambert also has 
agreed to be the liaison bet- 
ween the citizen’s group (Ro- 
mulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People) and the 
city council. 

Collins also has submitted a 
letter to the editor, which 
thanks “the 1,298 (so far) Ro- 
mulus voters, who showed the 
fortitude to pull the lever be- 
side” my name. 

Collins stated in her letter 
“I know in my heart it was be- 
cause all of you felt I might 
make a small difference in our 
local political system.” 

She also said the 1993 elec- 
tion will go down as the closest 
in the history of the city, oe- 
cause only 18 votes separated 
the sixth through eighth place 
finishes in the council cam 
paign. 


Prybyla was given 1,299 
votes and Collins got 1,298 
votes. 

Collins also complained in 
her letter that “political mud 
just had to be slung by a per- 
son or persons bent on seeing 
the status quo remain” on the 
council. 

She was referring to a 
golden yellow political mes- 
sage sheet that was passed out 
two days before the election, 
asking “Is this the person you 
want representing you?” 

The unsigned political 
sheet asked the voters to be 
“the judge and jury” on Collins 
stating she was “convicted of 
malicious violation of use of 
communication sendees - ha- 
rassment” in the past. 

Collins said if anything the 
attack literature actually 
helped her solidify support for 
his cause.

Ex-court deputy administrator cites 


‘innocence’

Following an eight-month 
probe of an alleged embezzle 
ment at the 34th District Court 
residents and communtity offi 
cials are still “in the dark” as 
to the outcome of the investiga 
tion by State Police and the At- 
torney General’s office. 

With no official statement 
released, local leaders have 
been left with many un- 
answered questions. 

The 34th District Court and 
its three judges serve Ro 
mulus, Belleville and the 
townships of Van Buren, Sum 
pter and Huron. 

During the period, Adminis- 
trator Nancy Schuette and her 
assistant Tamara Sue (Tammy) 
Riopelle were placed on paid 
leaves. Schuette resigned from 
her post on Sept. 1, but 
Riopelle was in limbo until 
she received a letter from 
Chief Judge William Szlinis 
stating her administrative 
leave would continue through 
Oct. 15, and then “your posi- 
tion is eliminated and your 
employment with the court is 
severed.” 

“It’s been a nightmare,” said 
Riopelle, noting that she has 
been viewed as being guilty 
because no announcement of 
her innocence was released. 

“It’s been very difficult for 
me and for my family. I live in 
the community, and people 
thought my suspension was an 
indication of something 
wrong,” Riopelle said. 

A news conference with 
Riopelle and her attorneys, * 
Audrey Stroia a.id George A. 
Jones was conducted Tuesday 
afternoon in the Southgate of- 
fice of Stroia. 

“I had to make this public 
now, because we have been 
waiting for months for a state- 
ment clearing me, and none 
has been issued,” Riopelle 


said. 

The former assistant admin 
istrator stated that there 
should have been a news re- 
lease, long ago, clearing her. 
She also noted that she was 
shocked to hear that her posi- 
tion had been eliminated and 
that no new employment was 
offered to her. 

Riopelle has sent in an ap 
plication to fill the vacant 
court administrator’s post, but 
has not yet received acknowl- 
edgement of her application 
from the court. 

She declined to comment on 
whether a wrongful discharge 
lawsuit may be filed in the fu 
ture, but said she did not want 
her hiring of the team of attor 
neys to be viewed as a veiled 
threat. 

“I am willing to continue to 
work for the people of our dis- 
trict. I, too, am interested in 
having a court with integrity 
and proper procedures regar 
ding the handling of funds im- 
plemented,” Riopelle said, 
adding that justice is not 
served except by a public dec- 
laration of her innocence in 
whatever wrong took place 
with court funds by others not 
under her control. 

Riopelle said the absence of 
an announcement clearing her 
of wrongdoing had created a 
climate for rumors in the com- 
munity, and created a “night- 
mare” of suspicion for her and 
her family. 

“It was a shock to me to be 
told that I was the subject of an 
investigation,” Riopelle said, 
adding that she gave full coop- 
eration to the investigators 
and was cleared by the State 
Police. 

Riopelle said she took two 
polygraph examinations and 
permitted an audit or her per- 
sonal accounts. 

After an evaulation by Lynn 
P. Marcy of Marcy Consulting 


Services, an evaluation was re- 
leased stating, “After careful 
analysis of examinee’s 
(Riopelle’s) polygrams, based 
on the case facts as known, it is 
the examiner’s professional 
opinion that she told the truth 
to the best of her knowledge 
and belief in answering the 
relevant questions as indi- 
cated.” 

The polygram examiner 
asked her the following ques- 
tions, to which she replied 
“no” to each: Are you now try 
ing to hold back any informa- 
tion about money missing from 
the 34th District Court? Even 
one time, did you personally 
have in your possession any 
money stolen from 34th Dis- 
trict Court? Even one time, did 
you personally steal any 


money from the 34th District 
Court? 

At the news conference, 
Riopelle stated that she be- 
lieves some money in missing 
from the court, but she does 
not have any proof to implicate 
any individual. 

Riopelle said some account- 
ing recommendations by state 
auditors, which were made 
two years ago, had not been 
implemented by the court. She 
labeled some of the pro- 
cedures as “loose” and noted 
that there was a lack of proper 
checks and balances. 

“I noticed that the audit was 
not being done properly,” said 
Riopelle of an earlier audit 
done by an private firm. “They 
had sent some of their younger 
people - ones without experi- 


ence - to do the audit. I felt 
there were some wrongdoings, 
and I went to the Judge (Will- 
iam) Szlinis. He listened, but 
said he needed more informa- 
tion.” 

Riopelle said she had rec- 
ommended tighter controls on 
cash deposits and a better sys- 
tem of handling undeposited 
checks and voided checks. 

“Lots of the procedures are 
the same ones as when I star- 
ted 15 years ago. In the past 
two years, we’ve got a 
computer accounting system,” 
Riopelle said. 

The former administrative 
assistant acknowledged that 
some of the court accounting 
problems may stem from the 
growth of the court during the 
past decade.

Fatal crash, driver 
facing charges

An unidentified Dearborn 
driver reportedly has been 
identified as the hit-and-run 
driver in the recent death of 
Joseph Wayne Celski, Romulus 
police have reported. 

The police report is cur- 
rently in the hands of the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s of- 
fice and a decision is expected 
shortly as to what charges if 
any will be filed against the 
unnamed motorist. 

Traffic Officer Jerome 
Yoscbvits earlier had reported 
that Celski was operating his 
unlighted All Terrain Vehicle 
shortly after midnight on Nov. 
5 on Middlebelt Road, when he 
was struck by a dark colored 
mini- van. 


Witnesses told police that 
the driver never stopped after 
hitting Celski’s vehicle. 

The victim was taken to An- 
napolis Hospital and then air- 
lifted to the University of 
Michigan Hospitals in Ann Ar- 
bor, where he was treated for 
severe internal injuries. He 
died a short time later. 

Several days later, Yoscovits 
said Romulus police received 
a call from a lawyer represent- 
ing the Dearborn man. The 
mini-van, believed to be in- 
volved in the fatality, has been 
inspected. He admitted that 
the vehicle has front end dam- 
age. 

Celski, 21, of Romulus, had 
just left his work and was 
crossing Middlebelt on the 
four-wheel vehicle was struck, 
Yoscovits said.

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We need a better way 


When we think that the sale of ciga- 
rettes and liquor will be the primary 
revenue source for the education of 
our children-it gives us pause, in- 
deed. 

“Sin tax”, as it was once called, is 
being discussed as a means to fund the 
operation of our schools. It appears 
that the supreme intellects in Lansing 
have determined that placing enough 
tax on the purchase of cigarettes and 
liquor will generate the funding nec- 
essary to teach Johnny to read. Read 
what, we might ask, the small print on 
the cigarette package which explains 
that smoking causes cancer and that if 
smokers continue to “enjoy” this little 
pastime, they will die a painful and 
horrible death? Or perhaps it’s so 
those who are ingesting a few drinks 
are better equipped to read the warn- 
ing labels about the affects of drinking 
alcohol on unborn children. Hm- 
mmmm, then again, maybe it’s so they 
are better able to read the road signs 
after they are falling down drunk in a 
bar., hey, they’re only supporting edu- 
cation, after all. 

This, we think, is the wrong message 
to send to everyone involved. We do 
not think there should be any merit 
whatsoever in the use of tobacco prod- 
ucts. The funding of schools by taxes 
paid by smokers would soon be a rally- 
ing cry for these foolhardy folks who 
would be demanding to light up any- 
where and everywhere they might 
choose. After all, they’re the ones pay- 
ing for the education of the young- 
sters. 

No, we don’t think so. We think that 
there must be a better way than this 
effort to punish smokers and drinkers 
by making their vices so much more 
. — 


expensive. It certainly will not stop 
them from continuing to harm them- 
selves with their addictions-to think 
otherwise would be foolish indeed. 

Recently, veteran Westland Council- 
man Tom Brown made an interesting 
suggestion regarding the educational 
finance/property tax issue. While it 
may not be his idea, he did bring it to 
our attention. Why not, suggested Mr. 
Brown, put a limit on the property tax 
rather than exempt it all? Why not 
choose a median value for homes, say 
an equalized state value of $37,500, 
which would be a market value of 
about $75,000, and allow the newly- 
adopted exemption for that amount. 
Then, homes assessed at a higher 
value would be required to pay a 
property tax earmarked specifically 
for school funding. 

While Mr. Brown certainly wasn’t 
suggesting that the $37,500 SEV be the 
benchmark, he used that number as 
an example. Those with homes of a 
market value more than $75,000 would 
be required to pay taxes on only the 
amount over whatever value amount 
might be established by the state. 

We think that proposal has some 
genuine merit. We certainly would 
support this plan long before this tax 
on tobacco and liquor which will cer- 
tainly result in a backlash. 

We do not want the education of our 
children to depend on the irrespons- 
ible and health endangering actions of 
others. It seems less than moral and 
certainly hypocritical to criticize the 
conduct of those who smoke and 
drink-and yet depend on those very 
actions to educate our children. 

There must be a better way. 
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Shelter actions 
are explained 

To the editor: 

Last Sunday’s front page 
story A sad tale implied that 
the Michigan Humane Society 
(MHS) acted in an irrespons- 
ible manner in the decision to 
euthanize a stray bichon frise 
dog. This is not the case. 

The dog was originally 
brought to the Michigan Hu- 
mane Society’s Westland shel- 
ter by Livonia Animal Control 
where he was held for four 
days as required by Michigan 
state law. During this time he 
was examined by certified 
evaluators to determine 
whether his health and tem- 
perament qualified him for 
adoption. He was aggressive 
and repeatedly tired to go af- 
ter anyone who came near 
him. Although the MHS held 
the dog an extra two days and 
tried to work with him, he re- 
mained aggressive, snd no one 
came forward to claim him. He 
was humanely euthanized six 
days after he arrived at the 
shelter, during this time he 
was carefully evaluated and 
continued attempts were made 
to socialize him. The dog was 
never positively identified as 
the animal sought by the 
breeder and* owner mentioned 
in last week’s article. Neither 
contacted the shelter until 
nearly two weeks after the dog 
was brought in. 

The decision to euthanize 
an animal is never taken 
lightly. Ail MHS evaluators are 
trained and certified by a vet- 
erinarian. The two evaluators 
described in this article as 
“very young” have extensive 
animal handling experience 
and have been with the MHS 
for a number of years. 

Our hearts go out to every 
person who loses a beloved pet 
and we recognize that such a 
loss is an emotional issue. We 
believe it is important, how- 
ever, to clarify the facts in this 
case, and to remind pet owners 
to take precautions against los- 
ing their dogs or cats. We al- 
ways recommend that owners 
make sure their animals have 
proper identification and are 
kept in a secure area or on a 
leash when outdoors. If a pet 
does become lost, it is best to 
visit every shelter in the vi- 



cinity as soon as possible and 
personally check every ani- 
mal.

I have been a volunteer at 
the Michigan Humane Society 
in Westland for six years and 
know how hard the help try to 
find the owners of lost pets. If 
the owners had put a collar 
with a license or tag with 
names, address and phone nu- 
mber on their pet, they would 
have been notified the day 
their pet entered the shelter. I 
guess one way to ease your 
guilt is to blame somebody 
else. 

The pictures of the dogs 
were cute, but they don’t look 
groomed and cute when they 
are picked up. It is a shame the 
dog was put down, but when a 
dog snaps at a handler, it can- 
not be put up for adoption. 

My favorite dogs are Dober- 
mans and several times the 
Doberman Rescue Group have 
picked them up for adoption 
from names on their lists. 
When we have a Doberman 
with behavior problems, they 
must be put down to protect 
people adopting dogs. 

I adopted a Doberman with 
its front leg in a cast. Someone 
paid for this, not cheap but it 
must have gotten away and 
without a tag, the owner could 
not be located. 

People who are so quick to 
judge should volunteer for sev- 
eral weeks and see how the an- 
imals are treated. 

It is not the Ritz, but they 
are kept warm, fed well and if 
they are hurt they are seen by 
one of the doctors.

2629 voters came out to the 
polls or cast absentee ballots. 
Out of 12,000 possible voters 
city-wide, that is a very small 
minority. One vote does make a 
difference and if you think it 
doesn’t, just ask me or Mike 
Prybyla. 

Secondly, issues again were 
not addressed. 

There were no public fo- 
rums or candidate nights 
where the people could come 
out and meet the candidates 
and have issues debated. Abe 
Lincoln must be disappointed. 

The last disappointment 
was the biggest, only because I 
had hoped this community had 
finally risen above such un- 
speakable actions. Political 
mud just had to be slung by 
person or person bent on see- 
ing that the “status quo” would 
remain the “status quo”. Im- 
portant issues such as the haz- 
ardous deep well were cited as 
“politically motivated” and I 
experienced a personal smear 
campaign two days before the 
election which had absolutely 
no bearing on my political 
views or beliefs. If it was 
meant to sway public opinion 


negatively -forget it— if any- 
thing it added to my vote totals 
and rallied around me my fam- 
ily, friends and people I had 
not known before reminding 
me that I have experienced 
much more rewarding life 
than politics will ever provide. 

In closing, I would like to re- 
assure everyone that no matter 
the outcome of the recount- 
win, lose or draw-I haven’t 
gone anywhere, will not aban- 
don my fight for a better gov- 
ernment and will always work 
to make Romulus the best for 
your family and mine.

Local resident found guilty of murder

An Inkster man was convicted of second -degree 
murder in the stabbing death of 42-year-old West 
land resident Jeffrey Dansby, whose body was 
found in his Blue Gardens Apartment, located on 
Cherry Hill Road between Merriman and Venoy, 
in mid March. 

Christopher Kent Young, 39, was convicted by a 
jury in Detroit Recorder’s Court Wednesday after- 
noon and will be sentenced Nov. 30. Young could 
face up to life in prison for the crime. 

Police arrested Young two months after 
Dansby’s body was found lying in a pool of blood 
in his apartment bedroom on March 22 by West- 
land police officers. Police located the body after 
being notified that Dansby was missing. Investiga- 
tors believe Dansby was killed two days prior to 
the discovery of his body.

Young claimed that Dansby attempted to rape 
him and that he stabbed him while defending him- 
self during the homosexual attack. 

Young alleged that during the attempted rape, 
he grabbed the knife and stabbed Dansby three 
times in the chest and three times in the back, 
Westland police Sgt. Don Haigh said. 

Remski said Young gave four statements to po- 


lice, but they were not all written down. Remski 
contended that Young was forced to have oral sex 
with Dansby at knifepoint and when Dansby set 
the knife down and attempted to rape him, Young 
grabbed the weapon and stabbed the victim. 

Prosecuting attorney Jane Crammer argued 
that in Young’s first statement to police, he denied 
being at the apartment when the victim was killed, 
but did say he was there previously and that he 
had touched things in the apartment accounting 
for his fingerprints. 

“He never said it was self-defense in his first 
statement or attempted rape,” Crammer said. 

Crammer also argued that Young’s later state- 
ment that he “bucked” Dansby off him so that 
Dansby stood up, was impossible due to Young’s 
small stature and the fact that Dansby weighed 
nearly 200 pounds.

Was Inkster store fire a cover-up for robbery?

Arson investigators are not ruling out the possi- 
bly that the person or persons who torched a dis- 
count outlet in Inkster last week may have been 
trying to cover up a larceny at the store. 

Fire officials said that the blaze caused minor 
damage to the Family Dollar Store, located in the 
Cherry Hill Plaza on Inkster and Cherry Hill 
roads. 

No one was injured and there presently is no 
dollar estimate of the damage to the building or 
contents, according to Inkster Fire Chief Victor 


Boulanger. 

Boulanger stressed that the store sprinkling 
system went off and contained the fire. 

“We have (arson) investigators working on the 
case right now,” said Boulanger. “It’s fortunate 
that those sprinklers were in working condition. 
That saved the building.” 

Fire units from Inkster were dispatched to the 
store around 7:30 p.m. after the alarm went off. 
The fire was located in a storage area in the rear 
of the building. 

Employees told investigators that the store 
closes at 5:30 p.m. However, at around 6:15 p.m. on 
the eve of the fire, Inkster police were dispatched 


to the store to check out an alarm. They found the 
building secured, according to police reports. 

The fire broke out around 7:30 p.m. 

“This (fire) was definitely deliberately set,” 
said Michael Moore, an arson investigator. “We 
are gathering evidence to send to the Michigan 
State Police lab in Northville. In the meantime, 
our investigation is continuing.” 

Inkster Detective James Vergona, assigned to 
the case, said that approximately $5,000 in store 
receipts are not accounted for. He said that he is 
questioning employees, “but presently has no sus- 
pects.”

“The dinners are something 
we look forward to every year.

Since recorded history, celebrations of thanks for abundant 
harvests have been observed by people throughout the world. 
Our current observance is patterned after the Thanksgiving Day 
proclaimed in 1621 by Governor William Bradford. 

The celebration, which lasted for three days, had many of the 
elements of a modern observance - a parade of soldiers, compe- 
titions and races plus a large feast. 

Although turkey, cranberries and pumpkin pie are staples of 
the modern observance of Thanksgiving Day, two of the three 
items may not have been present on the first celebration. It is 
recorded that hunters returned with “a great store of wild 
turkies,” but in that day turkey meant any guinea fowl. It is 
possible that, in addition to venison, lobster, clams and bass, 
some type of fowl, other than turkey, was on the menu. Because 
of the lack of flour to make a pie crust, the pumpkin was proba- 
bly boiled instead of being made into a pie. 

Other items on the feast table were cranberries, corn, green 
vegetables and dried fruit. 

In addition to the 56 Pilgrims, 91 natives were invited to the 
feast, which was prepared by four women and two teen-aged 
girls. 

After the famous feast, no thanksgiving celebrations were 
staged by the Pilgrims on a regular basis. However, in 1777, the 
13 colonies celebrated a common thanksgiving celebration, and 
President George Washington proclaimed the first national 
Thanksgiving in 1789. 

The holiday was not regularly observed until President 
Abraham Lincoln proclaimed the last Thursday in November as 
a national holiday in 1863. For a short period, the date was 
shifted to the third Thursday of November, but was returned to 
its original day by President Franklin Roosevelt in 1941 after he 
acknowledged that he should not have tampered with the sched- 
uling of the holiday. 

Harvest Home also is celebrated, mostly in Pennsylvania, 
with church services and the giving of special thank offerings. In 
the past it was scheduled in late-August through October.

On Tuesday, the U.S. House 
approved a tough on crime bill 
that would make billions of 
dollars available to crime- 
infested communities to hire 
veteran police officers and to 
construct more prisons. 

In seeking federal help, via 
grants, Colwell pointed out 
that “over the past five years 
Inkster has been inundated 
with a devastating crime prob- 
lem. This includes an average 
yearly arrest of more than 

3.000 which translates into ap 
proximately one arrest per 

1.000 residents. 

“Over 50 percent of these ar- 
rests were directly related to 
drug activity. The IPD (Inkster 
Police Department) prisoner 
maintenance budget averages 
over $250,000 per year,” Col 
well said.

When he received the poem 
and accompanying note, Cardi- 
nal Cushing wrote that he 
would see that the poem was 
placed in the archives of the 
Kennedy Memorial Library. 

“The brevity of this note is 
due to the fact that a week ago 
today I was in Washington to 
participate in the transfer of 
the bodies of the late Presi 
dent and his two infants. I was 
there for seven hours. I would 
not leave until I saw the bodies 
transferred to the graves at the 
new sites,” the cardinal wrote 
to Clemens in March, 1967. 
“The next day I was there at 
half past six to bless the 
graves. It was raining as it 
never rained before. The 
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“How did they (sheet and 
sweater) stay on the bed when 
a struggle on the bed was going 
on,” Crammer asked. 


In his application for the 
funds, Colwell is requesting 
$.321,297 to implement a four 
person Community Policing 
Program.

“We are proposing to en 
hanee this program (Commu 
nity Policing Program) by 
providing community policing 
city wide,” stated Colwell who 
added that he believed that 
the Inkster proposal was “in- 
novative and a model for du 
plication nationwide.” 

A city that is 6.3 square 
miles and has a population 
that is 62 percent black and 37 
percent white, the number of 
calls for police service equals 
that of neighboring Westland, 
which has three times the pop 
illation and resources of the 
city of Inkster. Homicides have 
numbered in the teens and in 
1989, the murder rate was actu 
ally higher per capita than the 
city of Detroit, which earned 


the ignoble distinction as the 
Murder Capital of the Nation 
that year. 

“The cost of this increase of 
activity is overwhelming and 
includes damage and vandal 
ism to property, apathy of resi 
dents, and overall drain on 
community resources and the 
loss of human life,” said Col 
well. 

Over the years, the depart 
ment and police personnel 
have suffered tragic losses: 

• In 1968, a Michigan State 
Trooper was shot and killed 
and two Inkster police officers 
were shot and wounded during 
a civil unrest; 

• In 1969, an Inkster police 
officer was shot and wounded 
by a woman during a domestic 
incident; 

• In the 1970s, an Inkster po- 
lice officer was shot in the 
chest and seriously wounded 
responding to a domestic call, 
while two other officers also 
were shot;

thought came to me that even 
the heavens were weeping on 
this occasion.” 

Clemens received an ac- 
knowledgement from the John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy Library, 
which confirmed that the 
poem had been forwarded to 
the National Archives for in- 
clusion in the records. 

In her poem she wrote, “As 
this famous world leader rode 
through the huge Dallas town, 
throngs of little children and 
people cheered and gathered 
around. Not all of Dallas was 
thrilled to see this great Presi- 


dent Kennedy who had come 
to visit their town in good faith, 
friendship without fear of the 
unknown. He ignored the dan- 
gers, shaking hands with the 
big and the small, his heart 
held no hate, just love, hope 
and trust for all.” 

Her poem recounts how the 
assassin’s bullets struck the 
president and concluded, 
“Yes, John F. Kennedy’s life 
has ended, his memories and 
spirit shall forever live on in 
all nation’s hearts. Not only 
this tragic day of his death, but 
each every day.”

Colwell urged the federal 
justice department to take im 
mediate action on his request 
for federal funds. 

“The cost is too high and 
must not continue,” Colwell 
said. “Through community pol- 
icing, the Inkster Police De- 
partment will begin to cross 
the long bridge between com- 
munity and cop, between the 
resident and the person who is 
there to protect and serve.”

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Crammer reported that in 
Young’s statement to police, 
Young said he and the victim 
had known each other for a 
couple of weeks and were in 
Dansby’s apartment, smoking 
crack and drinking alcohol 
when Dansby pulled out a 
knife and told Young he was 
going to rape him. 

, Cecile Dansby, sister of the 
victim, who worked with the 
victim at the Speakeasy Bar, 
located in Garden City, testi- 
fied she met Young around 8 
p.m. on March 21 when Dansby 
introduced her to him. Dansby 
returned to the bar early the 
next morning to buy vodka, ac- 
cording to waitress Lisa Gar- 
dner, who testified she spoke 
with Dansby when he came to 
buy some liquor around 1:45 
a.m.

J The 17-year-old was pulled 
qVer in the Annapolis Hospital 
parking lot, located at 2345 
Merriman Road in Westland, 
when he suddenly swerved 
while traveling southbound on 
Merriman Road in his 1980 
gray Malibu. 

; The youth told police he 
brought the gun “on the street” 
and carried it for protection 
ajgainst members of the Cobra 
gang, because they were “out 
to get him for quitting the 
gang.” 

! Although the youth denied 
rfcembership in any other 
gangs, youth detectives 
matched his clothing and 
dollar-sign tattoo as an indica- 
tion of his membership in the 
Cash Flo Posse, reportedly a 
Belleville area gang. 

At Wayne Memorial High 
School, Wayne police officer 
Rob Bialowicz arrested a stu- 
dent for carrying a concealed 
weapon 12:45 p.m. Nov. 8. 

“The weapon had been 
stolen in a breaking and enter- 
ing incident in Wayne,” said 
Wayne police Lt. Mel Drews. 
“The charge is receiving and 
concealing stolen property.” 

- The 15-year-old Wayne resi- 
dent was allegedly involved in 
ai fight which lead Bialowicz to 
finding the weapon in the stu- 
dent’s possession on school 
grounds.

Vergona said that investigators 
found the charred money bags 
and coins on the floor near the 
spot where the fire may have 
started. He said that someone 
had opened a couple of cans of 
paints and spilled the contents 
on the floor apparently in 
hopes that it would ignite.

there were no signs of forced 
entry into the building. Also 
missing from the building was 
the a tape from the store’s se- 
curity video recorder. 

Asked whether the arson 
was a cover-up for the theft of 
the store funds, Vergona rep- 
lied “that we just don’t know at 
this time.
